The new total 
for this group will b e at least 104. 
F ve cities have more than a million inhab i­ 
tant!, New York alone has more inhab itants 
than the comb ined total of 11 of the least 
populated Mates—7,841,610, according to a 
preliminary estimate. 
Chicago has reached 
1631.885. for second place. 
Philadelphia is 
expected to go well over two million in the 
off icial count Los Angeles is on the verge of 
a two-million total, with Detroit close on its 
heels 
Baltimore, Cleveland and S t Louis 
are wilhm striking distance of their first 
million; all have more than a million in their 
metropolitan areas, though not inside their 
municipal b oundaries. Washington and Bos­ 
ton also are approaching a million. 
Besides the largest cities—those with more 
than 100.000 persons inside their corporate 
limits and usually that many more just out­ 
side the limits—are all the hundreds of cities 
ranging upward from 10,000 inhab itants. City 
states like these are the b ackb one of U.S. 
wealth, enterprise and the nation's social and 
economic structure. 
Yet, b ecause of an archaic conception of 
government America's cities are little more 
than overgrown orphans in a political sense. 
They are under-represented in legislatures and 
ever-influential in machine politics. 
They 
are exploited mercilessly b y those who know 
how to take advantage of them. In turn, 
they *re a political menace to those who 
don't know how to control them. 
The growth of urb an populations is going 
to b e the source of America’s toughest prob ­ 
lem» in government for the next SO years or 
so. Cities are continuing to grow. But there 
is no evidence of growth in the attitudes of 
state legislatures toward the prob lems of 
urb an populations

They're Little Known In West 


Deliver U. S. From Extremists 
TMiE PRESENT policy of the Truman ad­ 
ministration on adjusting the country to a 
shooting war with the army of a Communist- 
c nntroiled government in Korea is to make 
no sudden move» . 
The nearest approach to a drastic measure 
is invoking the standb y draft law, b ut even 
that is not to go into action suddenly. The 
administration m apparently aiming to gather 
up th« loose ends, with a view to gradual 
mob ilization if circumstances justify it It is 
not aiming to seize the excuse of an emerg­ 
ency to precipitate a greater emergency b y 
jumping off the deep end. 
This will not b e popular with either group 
of extremist* — the group which wants to 
swing over to a 100 perm it wartime footing, 
or the group that w ould prefer to ignore what 
has happened m Korea and continue to do 
b t» incai as usual. Both groups will pull and 
haul at Mr. Truman and his advisers to make 
them succumb either to military hypertension 
or peacetime lassitude. 
Both groups mnll b e wrong. 
There is no 
excuse as yet to jump off the deep end. Nor 
it there an> excuse for pretending that noth­ 
ing has happened. 
It will b e many years, 
b arring a miracle, b efore anyone can b elieve 
agam that all is serene. Sooner or later the 
United States and the world had to help reap 
the whirlwind that was sown at Yalta. The 
reaping has b egun. 


WASHINGTON 
rpHERE PROBABLY never was 
a war in which the leaders 
on one side—the guys who start­ 
ed it—were as little known as aie 
the North Korean puppet rulers 
and generals of today. Commun­ 
ist China has its Mao Tse-tung, 
Indo-China its Ho Chi-Minh, b ut 
North Korea has only unknowns. 
In real control of the situation 
are the head men of some 3000 
to 4000 Russian “advisers.” They 
were left b ehind in North Korea 
when the Russian 
occupation 
forces ostensib ly withdrew last 
Decemb er. Who these real b osses 
are, who furnishes the b rains and 
who does the generaling, nob ody 
knows outside of Moscow \nd 
North Korea itself. 
The day after the North Ko­ 
rean attack b egan, Pyongyang 
radio gave one feeb le clue. It an­ 
nounced the names of a seven- 
man military committee with ab ­ 
solute power to rule the Demo­ 
cratic 
Peoples’ 
Repub lic 
of 
North Korea. 
There are three concealed b elly 
laughs in this. It isn’t a repub lic 
and it isn’t democratic if the com 
mittee of seven has ab solute 
power. And the ab solute power 
is held b y the Ruskie masters who 
tell the stooges what to do any­ 
way.. 
Intelligence reports do yield 
some surprising information on 
the seven. Most of them are rev­ 
olutionists and political exiles 
with long prison records. Some 
were educated in Japan, some in 
China’s Whampoa military acad­ 
emy. 
A 
few 
are 
Moscow- 
trained professional commies. 


KIM EL SUNG—the last names 
are given first—is chairman of 
the committee of seven and osten­ 
sib le premier of North Korea, b ut 
that isn’t his real name. The 
original Kim II Sung was a guer­ 
rilla leader of Korea, b elieved to 
have b een killed in Manchuria. 
The Russians took the present 
whoever-he-was, gave him Kim’s 
name and tried to b uild him up 
as a national hero. He has b een 
decorated b y Stalin for World 
War H services.. 
One of three vice-premiers and 
minister of foreign affairs is Pak 
Huen Yung. He was an active 
commie organizer in Korea from 
1920 to 1925. He was graduated 
from the Lenin Institute, Moscow, 
in 1930, entered the underground 
and was at one time held prisoner 
b y the Japs. In 1945 he was sec­ 
retary-general of the Communist 
Party of South Korea. But when 
an order was given for his arrest, 


he fled to North Korea. 
Marshal Choe Yongyun is min­ 
ister of national defense and titu­ 
lar commander-in-chief of the 
North Korean armies. He is a 
graduate of China’s Whampoa 
Miliary Academy, and a veteran 
of the Communists’ famous Eighth 
Route Army. 
Choe was exiled from Korea in 
1925. During the war he was iden­ 
tified as commander of the Chi­ 
nese Communist Volunteer Corps 
in Yenan. He returned to Korea 
with the Russians in 1945, b ecom­ 
ing chairman of a so-called Dem 
ocratic party, which he qonvert 
ed into a Communist front Then 
he b ecame director of pub lic 
safety. 


THE SECOND vice-premier is 
Klim Chaeki who is also minister 
of industry. He is known to hsfve 
joined the Communist Party in 
1926 to have b een graduated from 
Moscow’s Communist university. 
He was imprisoned b y the Jap­ 
anese in Seoul in 1927. He is a 
top commie, and he sub stitutes 
for Kim II Sung whenever the 
premier is ab sent The two Kims 
are, however, no relation. The 
family name Kim is as common 
in Korea as Smith is in Englisn. 
Kim II Sung is related to » .he 
third vice-premier, Hong Myong- 
hin, having married his daugh­ 
ter. Hong is a curious misfit in 
the North Korean ruling clique. 
He is over 60, a Japanese-edu­ 
cated scholar versed in the Chi­ 
nese classics. He pub lished a 
newspaper and taught in Chosen 
Christian College in Seoul b efore 
the war. 
Hong got into politics in 1946 
after the lib eration as a moder­ 
ate leftist in South Korea. Two 
years later he joined other mod­ 
erates in opposition 
to South 
Korea’s United Nations elections 
and to President Syngman .Rhee. 
Chong Chuntaek is chairman 
of North Korea’s planning com­ 
mittee. He is ab out 40, an indus­ 
trial expert educated b y the Japs 
in Seoul’s higher technic^ school 
during their occupation oPKorea. 
Pak. Ilu is listed as minister of 
internal security in the North Ko­ 
rean cab inet. He has a 20-year 
record as a Communist, and was 
leader in the anti-Japan ese re­ 
sistance movement in the 1930’s. 
He fled from Korea to Yenan in 
1941 and has close links to the 
Chinese Communist movement, in 
which he organized the Korean 
Revolutionary party and army. 
His main job now is head of sec­ 
ret police.

T H E UNITED STATES, which was still b e­ 
mused at the b eginning of World War II 
by visions of neutra lity, cannot b e harsh ab out 
the neutra lity of the Ara b league nations in 
the Korean issue.

Their neutra lity is only a polite name to 
denote the fact they have b een caught in the 
middle and must make the b est b argain they 
can make to save their own skins. They are 
seeking teeunty, not neutrality.

THERE w e r e times during 
World War II when this col­ 
umn felt like apologizing for its 
existence. There didn’t seem to b e 
room for anything b ut casualty 
‘lists, exhortations b y government 
s po k e s m e n and long-winded 
pieces b y experts on the which- 
ness of whatness at the fighting 
fronts, b ehind the lines, on the 
home scene and everywhere else.

What­ 
ever criticisms there may b e of 
Mr. Truman’s political slant on 
pub lic policies, the fact is that 
where the nation’s safety is con­ 
cerned and where the facts are 
made directly availab le to him on 
national defense, his judgment, 
b ased on horse sense ra*her than 
technical knowledge, is likely to 
b e sound. Where differences of 
opinion develop, he is most likely 
to b e fair if he has access to ail 
sides.
